Up till 
now there has heen lack of coherete proof, but today we

Photographic copies of those letters have been segured: by 
us, and we'bave taken every step to ensure that they are’ 
cenuine before giving publicity. ; 

From the translations, which are given below, i: 
is revealed that the leading spirits in this movernent 
band Admiral Von Hintze, the present 
German Minister to Moscow and who was formeriv German 

\inhassader to Peking. it 
“through the medinm of a paid Chinese emissary in Berlin 
“named Chu Wo-r ‘hong. has mdnayed to secure the ¢o- oper- 
ation of Admiral Von Hintze. who. in tura. is planuine to 
be sent secretly to-(‘hina by the Geriaan Grovernmeat. The 
correspondence shows that it bad been arranged for 
Admiral Von Hintze ‘ travelling under ap assumed name 
to be met en arrival at Hongkong by Tse Ah Pak. tthe 
notorions Canton Socialist M.P.2) The latter was then to 
escort Admiral Von ilintze to Sun Yat-sen’s headquarters 
in Canton. It further réveals that a Bureau was to be 
established with Admiral Vou Hintze as its Head; acting 
if the capacity of Advisor to Sun Yat-sen. ‘This Bureau 
wastoarrange for Bolshevik agents to be sent to’ China. A 
further disclosure is that Sun Yat-sen was keeping: the 
project secret from members of hisown Goverumenot and 
that he was. conducting his negotiations as recently as 
March of this vear. 

It is due to the failnre of the former Vice- Minister of 
Finance in-Canton to burn the incriminating correspon- 
.dence, as directed hy sun Yat-sen. that the scheme bas 
leaked out.

Chinese Emissary’s Report. 


In the above letter was enclosed a communication which Sun- 
had received from his émissary in Berlin, Chu Wo-chong (Phato- 
graph No. 4) the translation of which reads as follows :—~ 

Berlin, January ist. 1922, 
To the President. 

I beg to inform you that! after the receipt of $6,200in silver coins 
on July 26:h., 1921, I sent a draft of $1,200 to my family in Dkiog, 
as a half-yeatly allocation. I bought 2 passage-ticket for $1,606 
‘and sp2ns $1,000 in personal expenses. The &3,000 balance was con- 
verted into 102,000 marks (the exchange then being 34 marks to the 
dollar) and transferred to Getmany by tbe Deutsch Asiatische Bank. 

Dering the first month which followed my arrival, I bad to 
“travel a great deal and make friends everywhere, and I apent 12,00) 
Imarks. The second month I spent 7,000 and the third moath, haviag 
livad very economically, 6,000. I bave since been unable to curtail! 
ny expenses, a5 even B German worker needs 3,030 marks « month 
inorder todlive. I bave now in hand a balance of 75,000 marks. 

Since I have obtained Hintzo’s help I have greatly progressed 
and the scope of my activities is a great ¢eallsrger. If a Bureau is 
established,’wa shall have to spend three times as much money as 
wa have previously spent. Pressed hy necessity and having to bear 


the expenses ot my position, T can effect no further economy, except ‘ 


on my food and daily maintenance.
